University Professors 
Get an Overdue Raise 


A general across the board increase 
for faculty members of the University 
System of Georgia has been announced by 
the Board of Regents, 


The raises average between 5 and 
6 per cent. While the new scale still 
does not bring the system into a strong 
competitive position with other institu- 
tions of higher learning it is a step in 
that direction. It also is cheering evi- 
dence that those who control state funds 
realize that the basic trouble with the 
university system is its salary budget. 

These are boom times and the lure 
of private industry is depleting the ranks 
of faculty members. In the University 
System of Georgia this problem is com- 
pounded by better salaries paid by other 
institutions of higher learning. 


The recently announced raise should 
help check the exodus from campus to 
industry and from Georgia campuses to 
those of other states. For along with the 
extra take-home pay goes the heartwarm- 
ing recognition that these teachers have 
been underpaid and that their services 
are appreciated.

Can We Have Forgotten 
Deeds of Gen. Gordon? 


Is a plaque necessary to identify the 
statue of Gen. John B. Gordon? 

Have we become so ignorant and un- 
informed? 

Next to Stonewall Jackson he was 
Robert E. Lee’s right arm, And when 
Jackson died, Gordon replaced him. 

It was his strategy and daring which 
carried the federal forts in the last des- 
perate effort at Petersburg. It was a 
“breakthrough” of this type, later to be 
made famous by Rommel, the Desert Fox, 
and by the Nazis in their early picnic 
through a demoralized France. 

In the long agony of that retreat from 
Petersburg, it was Gen. Gordon's com- 
mand which held on. On the bloody April 
6, 1865, at Sayler’s Creek the weary, dis- 
organized Confederate remnants were all 
but rolled up. Gen, Dick Ewell and Gen. 
Custis Lee were captured. Only Gordon 
prevented capture of Gen. Robert E. Lee's 
Army. 

No army has ever known greater phys- 
ical agony than this one. It was half 
starved. It was exhausted. It was out- 
numbered. Its artillery was almost non- 
existent. Its wounded were too many to 
be cared for. It literally tottered along, 
half asleep on its feet. And always Sher- 
idan’s cavalry slashed at its flanks, For 
10 bitter, bloody days they moved in 
anguish of body and spirit. 

At Appomattox Courthouse, Gordon’s 
battered troops won one more victory— 
driving federal troops out of entrench- 
ments thrown up during the night. But 
it was no use. Gen. Lee began to prepare 
his message to Gen. Grant. 

It was to Gordon that Lee turned most 
in the last sorrow, saying to him, “I 
could wish I were numbered among the 
fallen in the last battle.” 

This, in brief, is something of Gordon. 

That we should need, as the state 
tells us, to put a plaque of explanation on 
his monument on the capitol grounds is 
somehow a commentary on our times. It 
is never well to forget men who do their 
duty as they see it—because such men 
are rare—and never “wrong.”

U.S. Growth as World Power 
Believed Century’ s Big Event 


After 17% years as editor of the distinguished British journal, the 
Economist, Geoffrey Crowther has stepped down. And his magazine 
has conferred upon him the greatest honor it has to give—a byline, 
the first it has used since Crowther’s predecessor, Lord Layton, 
wrote his farewell piece in 1938. Doubtless other welkdeserved 
honors will come to Crowther, but none will mean more to his 
editorial conferees on this side of the Atlantic. ° 


Crowther approached the task of 
writing his valedictory address 
with that blend of modesty, wit 
and wisdom that has come to 
characterize his journal; sudden- 
ly one realizes how much the 
Economist's anonymous voice has 
been the voice of Crowther. 

“What to say?” the retiring edi- 
tor began. ‘“‘Anyone who for long 
pursues the calling of a jobber in 
opinions eventually arrives at the 
condition of an intellectual slot ma- 
chine. If a penny is inserted, either 
by the asking of a question or by 
the happening of an event, then the 
wheels will turn and a nicely pack- 
aged opinion will emerge. But if 
the machine is invited to provide 
some general reflections on a sub- 
ject of its own choosing, without 
text, it remains dumb.”’ Crowther 
chose the first penny that came 
on hand, that of retrospect—retro- 
spect over the years that stretched 
from the night of Munich—the very 
night he became editor of the 
Economist—to 1956, the year of 


importan 
year of Munich? Not the invention 
of The Bomb; it has not yet made 
much difference in the conduct of 
foreign affairs. Not the emergence 
of Soviet Russia as a potentially 
aggressive power; his nation’s 
problem has always been how to 
contain whoever was the potential 
master of the Continent. 

The important change, says 
Crowther, is neither of these but 
“the emergence of the United 


‘ 


States as a full-time great power, 
and its willingness to form and 
lead a Grand Alliance.’’ This de- 
velopment means that ‘‘for the 
first time in modern history, the 
defending powers are virtually as 
strong, and as ready, as the po- 
tential aggressors.’’ This, he con- 
cludes, is the world’s best assur- 
ance of peace. 

Crowther does not let the matter 
rest there. From history he draws 
the lesson, not that nothing ever 
changes, but that one must always 
beware of things changing back. 
Americans, Crowther warns his 
fellow Europeans, can change 
again and relapse—‘hardly, in- 
deed, into the indifference of the 
twenties and thirties, but into a 
sort of wary disengagement which, 
in its practical effects, might be 
almost as bad." 

What's astonishing, he finds, is 
how many people in the European 
democracies seem anxious to do all 
they can to make Americans 
change their minds. The cardinal 
point in Crowther’s last piece—the 
point on which the security of the 
West depends—is his insistence 
that the alliance “should be 
fostered, not indeed by subservi- 
ence (which is neither expected 
nor necessary) but by all the 
loving care ‘that one would lavish 
on a precious plant now in full 
flower, but which might yet wither 
on the stalk.”

Opposition to OTC 
Is ‘Wall of Fiction’ 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administration 
is going to have quite a fight on its hands to win one 


of its main objectives at this session: Congres- ‘ 4 
sional approval for U.S. membership in OTC—Organization for Trade 
Cooperation. This is no big headline-making issue. Win or lose, it 
won’t carry a doubtful state or lose a doubtful district. But OTC is 
the symbol of everything the United States has been trying to do for 
years, including the Eisenhower years, to expand the channels of 
profitable trade throughout the free world. 


It is the strong conviction of 
the President: 

That American labor, agricul- 
ture and business will be bene- 
fited by what OTC can do in ex- 
panding world trade. 


That OTC cannot function ef- 
fectively without the United States. 

That America would be abdicat- 
ing its world leadership and would 
be virtually conceding the field to 
the Soviets if we decide that OT 
isn't worth the effort. . 

The congressional outlook is not 
as good as the 18-to-7 vote of ap- 
proval by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. While the Dem- 
ocrats voted overwhelmingly, 14 to 
1, for U.S. membership, the Re- 
publicans voted substantially, 6 to 
4, against OTC. 

Secondly, the House Ways and 
Means Committee voted strongly 
for QTC because its members 
have come solidly to grip with 
the facts and know that most of 
the arguments used against it are 
fabricated eyewash.

It would be the 
administrative instrument to carry 
out existing trade agreements and 
iron out trade disputes within the 
framework of existing policy.

Ry DR. GEORGE W. CRANE 
Frank F., 55, sent me a pam- 
phiet in which he explained to his 
son why he had never let the boy 
enjoy Christian instruction in «4 
church. 
“T have attempted to prevent 


your being coerced by adult 
opinion,” was the general idea in 
this pamphlet. 

‘Now that you are 21, however, 
end an adult, I leave it up to : 


whether or not you should attend 
a church. 

“But I didn’t want to be guilty 
ot prejudicing your scientific mind 
in its earlier years, #0 I have kept 
you away from churches until 
now.” 


SALK VACCINE 

Should a parent deprive his 
child of the Salk vaccine against 
polio until the youngster was 71 | 
and old enough to decide for him- 
self? 

Should he keep his baby away 
from physicians until he was 21 
and then let him learn about the 
merits of inoculation against diph- 
theria or smallpox? 

Actually, if a parent compels his 
youngsters to stay away from con- 
tact with unselfish teachers who 
donate their time in the Sunday 
schools, isn't that a form of adult 
prejudice which he is imposing on 
those youngsters? 

Before a child can decide witeth- 
er he wants to go to Sunday 
school, he should be permitted to 
‘‘taste’’ church life. And don’t wait 
until he is 21 to give him 
parental “‘OK.”’ 

‘“‘Man does not live by bread 


your 


alone,”’ states the Great Physician 
on whom the Christian churches of 
all denominations are founded. 

That means spiritual nurture and 
ethical ideals are vital to the de- 
velopment of the well-integrated 
personality. 


It obviously would be unwise for 
a parent to deprive his baby of 
protein until the age of 21. 

“If I gave him protein before he 
was an adult, I would be preju- 
dicing him,” Frank might argue 
with equal justification. 


PARENTAL DUTIES 


It is the solemn duty of all good 
parents to analyze those forces in 
modern life which, to the best of 
parents’ judgment, produce good. 

This includes foods and medi- 
cines and education, both secular 
as well as religious. 

Then parents 
their children on such desirable 
aids to a wholesome personality 
so that by the age of 21 their 
youngsters are self-reliant. 

We dare not keep children away 
from schools until 21. The same is 
equally true of Sunday school or 
moral agencies like the YMCA, the 
CYO, Salvation Army, etc. 

It is true enough that most 
churches retain antiquated ritual 
that is illogical and out-of-date. 
But so do our law codes, which 
lag 2% to 50 years behind the 
times. Yet we don’t urge children 
to ignore the laws.

Methodist delegates returning 
from the National Conference in 
Minneapolis expressed belief that 
the voluntary integration actions 
taken by the conference will have 
little or no effect on Georgia con- 
ferences. 

The Rev. Mack Anthony, writ- 
ing in the Wesleyan Christian Ad- 
vocate said: ‘“‘Uniless you can 
imagine two-thirds of the South 
Georgia Conference members 
(half of whom are laymen) voting 
to receive a Negro Methodist 
church into our annual confer- 
ence, then you simply cannot 
imagine it happening here.’’ 

The Valdosta minister said the 
action does not force any church, 
annual conference or jurisdiction- 


al conference to do anything 
about integration. 


STATEMENT FEATURED 


The Wesleyan Christian Advo- 
cate, which is the “official organ 
of Georgia Methodism” devoted 
the entire front page of its May 
10 issue to the statement by Dr. 
Anthony, who was a reserve dele- 
gate to the conference which ad 
journed Monday. 

Dr. Nat G, Long, district super- 
intendent of the Atlanta-East Dis- 
trict, also voiced the belief that 
the ruling will make “no dif- 
ference in Georgia.’’ He said it is 
his belief and impression that 
neither the white nor colored peo- 
ple of Georgia want integration 
at this time. 

He also said a recommendation 
calling for integration of individ- 
ual churches in ‘‘changing areas’’ 
would not affect local churches, 
since it was only a recommenda- 
tion and not mandatory.
